Shopkeepers are happy to see the sun shining. 


Edmonton's retail trade 


got off to a slow start this 


spring because of the weather, 


This was the conclusion reached 
foliowing a survey by the Bulletin 
of leading city merchants. 

The severe winter, followed by a 
Wet, cold spell in recent weeks, 
was blamed largely for sales drop- 
Ping slightly below the early 
months of last year 

Rising food and rent costs, with 
fluctuating prices of farm com- 
moulties, were also seen as factors 
in the slowdown of retail buying, 
experienced here to date 
ACTED AS BRAKE 

Drop in prices of some farm 
Produce has acted as a brake on 
Sale of farm implements, one lead- 
ing dealer said 

By and large, however, business 
leaders expect total volume of 
sales in Edmonton to be pretty 
close to the record-breaking year 
of 1949 

The head of one large depart- 
Ment store predicted that 1950 
would see a new record established 
by his firm

“Business has been steadier al 
though somewhat down in volume 
from 199,” she said 

“We are finding we have to work 
harder to sell than was the case 
last year. We also have to adver- 
tise more.” 

She said women with families 
are shopping more carefully than 
In past years, due to increasing 
living costs, such as higher rent 
and food costs, 

Cal Pickles, manager of Cal's 
Men's Shop, 10311 Jasper Avenue 
said business has been slightly 
down compared to last year, to date 
in 1950. 

Mr. Pickles blamed the situation 
largely on the weather 


MILD WINTER 


He pointed out the winter was 
exceptionally mild until Christmas 
As a result people put off buying 
heavy winter clothing 

After Christmas, the most severe 
cold in years cut business down 
further because it was just toc 
cold for people to be out 

April weather has also been bad 
for spring clothing business, he 
said 

“IT think 1950 will be just as good 
a year as last year despite the poor 
start,” he concluded 


HEAVY DEMAND 

There is still a heavy demand for 
farm machinery although fluctuat 
ing farm commodity prices has the 
tendency to slow down buying, ac 
cording to H. L. Williamson, gen 
eral manager of Massey-Harris Co 
Ltd. in Edmonton, 

“The outlook for the rest of 1950 
is a bit foggy for the moment tn 
the farm implement field,” Mr 
Williamson said 

“The weather has been against 
us this spring. With country road 
still impassible in many districts 
farmers are not getting into town,’ 
Mr. Williamson said 
RECENT DROP 

Recent drop in many farm com 
modity prices has had a tendency 
to keep sales below last year 


However, Mr, Williamson said 
1950 will still turn out to be a good 
year in the farm machinery busi 
ness 

“There is still a tremendous 
backlog of orders for tractors and 
other equipment unfilled since the 
war,” he pointed out 

“If there are indications of a 
normal crop in June, there will be 
large sales of combines,” he added
